The American Press, a weekly per­ 
iodical devoted to the interest* of the 
profession, in it* latest issue calls 
attention to the possible 
effort 
of 
Senator Owen to prohibit the publica­ 
tion of political 
advertising. 
The 
Press warns the newspapers of the 
nation of the danger of this move­ 
ment, which seems to have no object 
other than to curtail the ex peases erf 
national campaigns, and possibly to 
leave more money to be expended in 
nnderhand and circuitous way*. 
Arnold Joerns, an advertising ex­ 
pert, in this issue of the American 
Press, over his own signature, gives 
many reasons why ahy such attempt 
to abridge the rights of newspapers 
should be defeated. 
“ In the first 
place,'*Tie says, “I am convinced that 
the code of Journalism Is on such 
high plane that bat very few editors 
would or could be hissed editorially 
on account of advertising, and Sena 
tor Owen can lepra from investiga­ 
tion th at the scattered few publish­ 
ers who might be ‘for sale’ can bei 
bought without buying advertising 
Mr. Joerns la quite right in his 
observation*. Fortunately, the stapd 
ard of Journalism is so high that hut 
few men dare t 6 even attempt to pur­ 
chase a newspaper either through ad 
vertialng or bribery.

Although Uncle Sam is at peace with 
the world, American ingenuity is re­ 
sponsible for most of the mo#t highly 
developed weapons that are being used 
in the greatest of ail wars In Europe. 
The submarine boat was devised and 
first built in the United States, 
la 
reading the history of this undersea 
monster one may find that the Idea 
of such a thing was born centuries 
ago, but that the realisation of the 
idea did not come until American 
genius applied itself to the solution of 
the problem. 
It Is perfectly fair to 
claim that the United States was tin* 
birthplace of the submarine. 
Then, therfe is the flying machine. 
The idea of human flight may be 
traced back to tbe days of the an­ 
cients, but tbe working out of the 
plaus and the building of a model 
for navigating the sky with a heavier* 
thap-air machine did not begin in earn­ 
est until that problem was attacked 
by Professor Langley of the Smith­ 
sonian institute, and when the gaso­ 
line engine had been well developed 
it remained for two American broth­ 
ers to make the thing fly. So the fly­ 
ing machine Is an American invention. 
It may be true, as many authorities 
say, that Europeans have surpassed 
Americans in the building of subma­ 
rine boats and flying machines, but 
America is the hdme of those things, 
and there can be no doubt they can be 
built in the United States, better, fast­ 
er and stronger than they can be built 
in any other past of the world. 
It has been claimed th at the asphyxi­ 
ating gas which the German» uacd first 
ln tiieUr onrush toward Paris was in­ 
vented in America, though it is mos| 
likely that when invented there was no 
thought that it would be used as an 
agency in war. 
The revolver, repeating rifle, ma­ 
chine gun and quick-flring breedh-load* 
ing cannon were of American origin. 
In going through the things which the 
contending armies and peoples of Eu­ 
rope are using against each other to­ 
day, one will find on many of them the 
hallmark of American inventive genius. 
In the m atter of the “tanks,” which 
receutiy made their debut on the Eu­ 
ropean battlefields and caused such a 
sensation on the Somme, it is reported
